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This Mexican Speaks English!’ 

Cops targeted Hugo Sarmiento for torture after a 2005 anti-immigration rally, and he’s still waiting for justice

T he case of Hugo V. Sarmiento isn’t exactly ideal 
in the fight against Southern California police 
brutality. Sarmiento is alive and well after his law- 
enforcement encounters, and though more cynical about 
cops, he’s full of intellectual stamina. He has earned a 
master’s degree from UCLA, where he’s in the process of 
earning a Ph.D. in urban planning. 

Seven years ago last May, 
Sarmiento, then 24, involuntarily 
received a lesson in the power 
of abusive police. The Los Ange¬ 
les County resident attended a 
300-person protest in Garden 
Grove against Jim Gilchrist and 
his anti-immigrant Minuteman 
Project. He believes the cops over¬ 
reacted with force against a handful 
of protesters and that he was sin¬ 
gled out, harassed, mocked, falsely 
arrested, excessively detained and 
beaten for expressing political 
views contrary to ones held by officers. 

The gathering had been vocal but peaceful until Hal 
Netkin, a Minuteman Project supporter, drove his van 
into the crowd, striking bystanders. Police treated Netkin 
as though he were a hero and didn’t appreciate protest¬ 
ers’ insistence the driver be arrested for assault. Eyewit¬ 
nesses say cops began physically confronting the crowd, 
shoving people with their batons, putting their dogs in 
attack mode and charging others with horses. 

Officers involved in the Sarmiento case have insisted, 
as you’d expect, they magnificently performed their 
duties that night without bias after watching this defen¬ 
dant throw full soda cans at cops mounted on horses, 
police vehicles and police dogs before attempting to fiee. 
One undercover Garden Grove cop who’d infiltrated 
(and helped to agitate) the crowd recorded that he 
observed Sarmiento “yelling at police” (see Gustavo Arel¬ 
lano’s “Razin’ la Raza,” Jan. 20, 2006). They surrounded 
Sarmiento at gunpoint, tackled him and locked him up. 

Sarmiento adamantly denied throwing any cans, but 
more than seven hours later, police transferred him to the 
Orange County Jail in Santa Ana, where, he says, he was 
once again singled out, falsely accused of being highly 
intoxicated—an absurd lie unless maybe Garden Grove 
cops supplied him a cold 12-pack of Bud while he was in 
their custody—pulled away from other inmates and shoved 
into a room where, video shows, deputies tortured him. 

While in custody, deputies also aggressively ques¬ 
tioned him about his political beliefs (hello, Beijing!) 
and called him a hypocrite for living in the United States 
while criticizing a pro-American group such as the Min¬ 
uteman Project, according to Sarmiento. He says an offi¬ 
cer told him, “This is what happens [to people like you].” 

Another one mocked him, saying, “This Mexican 
speaks English!” 

Cops then accused Sarmiento of committing five crimes 
based on the alleged soda tossing. If convicted, he’d poten¬ 
tially go to prison. But police had a huge problem: Eyewit¬ 
nesses backed Sarmiento’s version of events, and detectives 
couldn’t produce a single can from the protest scene that 
had his DNA or fingerprints, according to court records. 

The police case was exceptionally questionable. A 
prosecutor in the Orange County district attorney’s 
office agreed to drop four counts—including felonies—if 
Sarmiento pleaded guilty to a single misdemeanor: failure 
to obey a police order. He did so. (Charges were dropped 
altogether for several arrested protesters; in the case of 


Kurt Takeshi Isobe, who was also beaten and maimed 
by cops, a jury in a county that is notoriously pro-cop 
couldn’t find him guilty of any of his five charges.) 

In June 2006, Sarmiento filed a federal civil-rights 
lawsuit alleging that police had discriminated against him 
because of his political beliefs and because he is Latino. 

“[Orange County law-enforcement officials] allow 
and/or encourage employees to exercise their powers 
discriminatorily, as for example against persons who 
are perceived to support immigrants’ rights and in favor 
of those, such as the Minuteman Project, who are per¬ 
ceived to be anti-immigrant,” the lawsuit stated. “The 
plaintiff is informed and believes that the Orange County 
jailers and [other cops] engaged in wrongful acts because 
of information communicated to them by the Garden 
Grove police for the purpose of causing the jailers to 
single [Sarmiento] out for abusive treatment.” 

According to the lawsuit, a group of deputies working 
under the direction of then-sheriff, now-convicted felon 
Mike Carona concocted the intoxication excuse to sepa¬ 
rate Sarmiento from other prisoners, throw him against 
a concrete jail wall, toss him on the fioor, twist his legs 
to the back of his head, unnecessarily handcuff him with 
excessive tightness, kick his face, kneel on his head, leave 
him in a cold cell without adequate clothes and threaten 
additional physical assaults. (To see the details of a 
prosecutor-driven report outlining brazen unprofession¬ 
alism and cheating by jail deputies in this county, read 
my April 10, 2008, column, “DA’s Report Is a Stunning 
Indictment of the Mike Carona-Run Jails—Sort Of.”) 

After a 2009 jury at Orange County’s Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse declined to hold the cops account¬ 
able for misconduct; adding insult to injury, lawyers for 
police handed Sarmiento a bill for nearly $19,000 to help 
reimburse them for court costs. The plaintiff’s attorneys 
pointed out their client couldn’t afford to pay the bill 
because he was a student with a negative net worth from 
a series of college loans. US. District Court Judge David 


O. Carter, a Bill Clinton appointee to the federal bench, 
nevertheless sanctioned the tab. 

But late last month the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
reviewed the case and handed Sarmiento his first victory after 
seven years of defeats. A three-judge panel concluded that his 
trial hadn’t been fair. They specifically rejected Carter’s deci¬ 
sion to limit the jury’s decision about wrongdoing to just two 
named deputies and not others involved in the beatings. 

“Sarmiento does not identify the particular deputies 
who used excessive force against him, in part because his 
face was pressed into the wall or fioor during the depu¬ 
ties’ alleged use of excessive force,” the appellate judges 
wrote. “While Sarmiento additionally named deputies 
[Matthew] LeFlore and [David] Hernandez as individual 
defendants, he never alleged that it was only LeFlore and 
Hernandez who had used excessive force. Indeed, the 
videotape of the beating shows that several officers, not 
just LeFlore and Hernandez, were involved in the beat¬ 
ing, and Sarmiento testified that he was unable to iden¬ 
tify which of the officers kicked him in the face.” 

The judges said Carter erred by only allowing jurors to 
determine if LeFlore and Hernandez were guilty of the 
abuse, a mistake that invalidates the verdicts. They also 
overturned the decision to charge Sarmiento with the 
police lawyers’ bill and ordered a new trial to be run con¬ 
sistent with their rulings. 

When I contacted Sarmiento in Los Angeles, he was 
unaware of the ruling. There was no expression of joy or 
satisfaction. He said his experiences have left him with 
no faith in government institutions. Though he sought 
media coverage at the outset of his lawsuit, he nowa¬ 
days refuses to describe how deputies tortured him and 
answers most questions guardedly. 

Will he pursue a new trial? 

“I don’t know,” said Sarmiento, who has been active in 
protesting education spending cuts at UCLA. “If I do, I’d 
do it only to win.”

DEAR MEXICAN: I 
have a problem I 
need your advice on. 
My granddaughters 
were born and raised 
in Georgia, as was their 
father.

Everything was going great 
until they got to middle school. My prob¬ 
lem is they no longer take pride in their 
heritage because of the behavior of the 
Hispanic kids in their school. For example, 
they are constantly harassed and teased, 
and when they are assigned to group proj¬ 
ects, the others want my granddaughter 
to do all the work and provide them with 
the final results while they sit by laughing, 
talking, etc. My grandchildren have even 
switched from Spanish to French classes.

T o reach the warehouse, you have to drive down an 

unmarked alleyway in an industrial neighborhood of 
Anaheim—it’s the third one past the stop sign—and 
then navigate past several other businesses, even a 
Dumpster. It’s an unlikely spot for a picnic, but on a 
recent weekday afternoon, the massive metal door is 
rolled up to reveal about two dozen people lounging on sofas 
in the back or sitting in chairs beneath a canvas tent looming 
over the pavement. They dine on potato salad and barbecued 
chicken fresh off a pair of gas grills. 

The free meal is just one of the benefits available to mem¬ 
bers of Orange County’s most exclusive medical-marijuana 
club: Patient Med-Aid, based in Anaheim and with only about 
20 members. Another benefit: free marijuana. Many cannabis 
collectives provide the occasional buy-one-get-one special or 
advertise a free eighth for first-time customers, but Patient 
Med-Aid is unique in that all the marijuana it provides to 
members is free, meaning it sells absolutely no marijuana at all.

There’s a catch, however. To be a 
member of Patient Med-Aid, you must be 
either disabled or seriously ill, with the 
paperwork to prove it. The club doesn’t 
have any members who fit the stereotype 
of the typical medical-marijuana patient: 
young, twentysomething males wearing 
skateboard attire and carrying doctor’s 
notes for unspecified backaches, anxiety or 
insomnia. Instead, most of the folks at this 
picnic are middle-aged or older, many of 
them in wheelchairs, limping, or looking 
emaciated from cancer and/or other ill¬ 
nesses raging through their bodies. Patient 
Med-Aid is, in other words, the last type of 
marijuana club you’d ever want to join. 

T he person who invited me to 
the Patient Med-Aid picnic 
was Marla James, director of 
the Orange County chapter 
of Americans for Safe Access, 
the nation’s leading medical- 
marijuana organization. James typifies 
Patient Med-Aid’s membership, although 
not in a lucky way. In December 1999, 
she contracted flesh-eating bacteria from 
someone carrying the influenza virus. ‘T 
was around somebody who had the flu,” 
she explains. “Because I am a type-1 dia¬ 
betic, my immune system was lower, and 
the only way to remove the bacteria was 
to remove parts of my body.” 

After cutting away muscles and tis¬ 
sue from James’ lower abdomen, doctors 
released her from the hospital and pre¬ 
scribed her 180 milligrams of Oxycontin per 
day, with all the Vicodin she could stomach 
in between doses. “I had no quality of life 
and asked my doctor to get me off the stuff,” 
she recalls. “He said, ‘Why would you want 
to be in pain?’ and I fired him and went to 
another doctor who very slowly and pain¬ 
fully got me off Oxycontin. Medical mari¬ 
juana helped me do that; it helped with the 
nausea and pain of the withdrawal.” 

Four years ago, the bad luck that 
already plagued James struck again when 
she suffered a broken ankle. After her 
body rejected the titanium screws in her 
leg, causing an infection, doctors ampu¬ 
tated it. James says medical marijuana 
also helps treat the so-called phantom 
pain she and other amputees often expe¬ 
rience, in which their brains mysteriously 
register sensations from their missing 
limbs. “When you lose a leg, you get 
phantom pain and phantom itches, which 
is worse because you can’t itch it,” she 
says. “I’m just a wreck all over.” 

By the time she lost her leg, James had 
already become one of Orange County’s 
most energetic medical-marijuana activ¬ 
ists, helping to found a local chapter of the 
National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML)—it’s now one 
of the largest and most active branches of 
the pro-legalization group in the country. 
While she supports marijuana legalization, 
James insists, her true mission is advocat¬ 
ing for the marijuana rights of other low- 
income, severely ill or disabled California 
residents, who, she points out, were the 
intended beneficiaries of Proposition 215, 
the landmark 1996 ballot proposal that

made California the first state to allow sick 
people to smoke pot. 

Although she has worked tirelessly 
for this cause, as well as for the right of 
residents to form collectives to grow and 
distribute cannabis, it wasn’t until she 
joined Patient Med-Aid that James could 
actually go to a grow-house and help trim 
the plants in return for a monthly gift of 
high-grade medical marijuana. 

That happened about six months 
ago, when she met the group’s founder 
and first patient, Martin Modiano, at 
a NORML/ASA meeting. Modiano 
explained that he knew sick people 
throughout Orange County who couldn’t 
afford to buy their own medical mari¬ 
juana. Meanwhile, just about every city 
in the county was kicking out the collec¬ 
tives—suing them out of existence for vio¬ 
lating citywide bans, issuing hefty code 
enforcement fines, or simply calling in the 
feds to raid them and threaten landlords 
with seizure of their properties. 

Modiano told James he had a plan to 
fix this problem, one that is remarkable 
in its simplicity yet apparently unique 
in Orange County, and maybe the rest of 
California: find growers who are willing 
to provide free cannabis to people who 
need it and can’t afford it, and put the 
patients together with the growers. 

“There is no money changing hands. 
There is no dispensary,” James explains. 
“The patients work together directly 
with the growers, so we’ve cut out the 
middleman. This is what Prop. 215 
intended. It’s exactly what medical mari¬ 
juana is really meant to be.” 

Inside the warehouse after the barbecue, 
Modiano shows me a picture of himself 
that was taken in the 1980s. In the snap¬ 
shot, he’s tan and muscular with a bushy 
surfer’s haircut, lying on his stomach in 
a swimsuit next to a pool. Another pho¬ 
tograph of him taken just three years ago 
shows a much older man, still tan and mus¬ 
cular, but much more wiry and gray. Today, 
not a scrap of fat exists on his emaciated 
body, and his face is lined with deep cracks. 

Still, he’s in remarkable shape for some¬ 
one who was diagnosed with full-blown 
AIDS 12 years ago, a diagnosis that came 
so late he already weighed only 118 pounds 
and nearly died during the first year of his 
treatment. Modiano figures he contracted 
AIDS thanks to his wild lifestyle during 
the ’70s and ’80s, when he traveled a lot 
and slept with a lot of women. He doesn’t 
like talking about those days much. “In 
previous lives, I didn’t have a drug prob¬ 
lem because I had all the drugs I could 
want” is about all he would say. 


After finding out he was sick, Modiano 
retreated to his father’s house and pre¬ 
pared to die. A friend intervened, insisting 
Modiano move into his house in Dana 
Point so he could better take care of his 
dying pal. “He baby-sat me for six months 
or a year,” Modiano says. “I was throwing 
up, I had to wear Depends because I could 
not control my bowels, and I looked like I 
came out of Auschwitz prison camp.” 

Eventually, the medication caught up 
with him, and the outlook became bet¬ 
ter. To treat the nausea of the illness 
and the antiviral cocktail doctors had 
prescribed, Modiano smoked marijuana 
every day. “I smoked pot incessantly,” he 
says. It also helped fight his deep sense 
of despair. “To wake up as a heterosexual 
man with AIDS, you can imagine the 
depression I felt from the stupidity that 
had such a drastic impact on my life,” he 
says. “Because I’m not part of the target 
population—gay or using needles—it was 
a weird thing to happen, and I didn’t have 
anybody I could relate to. I could not 
relate to that community.” 

But gradually, after realizing that he 
wasn’t ever going to live without AIDS, 
Modiano became more involved in 
Southern California’s AIDS community, 
surrounding himself with people just as 
sick or even sicker than he. “There are 
60,000 AIDS patients in LA, 10,000 in 
OC, and I don’t even want to guess how 
many cancer patients,” he says. “These 
people don’t wake up like you do as a 
healthy person. They struggle just for 
their basic existence. Just getting out of 
bed and making it to the bathroom with¬ 
out throwing up all over the place is, like, 
a great day, let alone getting dressed and 
walking or taking public transportation 
to go get food. I have to live in this world. 
I have chosen to be part of the pain 
and suffering that goes on, and the vast 
majority of humanity never sees this.” 

About three years ago, Modiano visited 
the AIDS Services Foundation Orange 
County, located in Irvine near the John 
Wayne Airport. At the time, he worked as 
a consultant for a few different medical- 
marijuana dispensaries in Anaheim, and 
he figured the foundation was prob¬ 
ably the best place to locate low-income 
patients who could benefit from free can¬ 
nabis. So he put up a flier advertising free 
marijuana for people with AIDS and began 
gathering names. Then he borrowed a 
van from one of the collectives and used it 
for deliveries to his new friends. “I didn’t 
know if it was legal or not,” he says. “It’s 
such a gray area. I had a van, and my friend 
was growing medical marijuana. I started 
hanging out with AIDS patients and evalu¬ 
ating the needs of 50 patients.” 

Modiano also used the van for such 
prosaic purposes as taking them places 
they no longer went. “I’ve taken several 
small groups of patients out to the beach,” 
Modiano says. “And some of them I’ve 
taught how to kayak. Some of them have 
this attitude that they can’t do this or that 
because they’re sick, and half of them

really aren’t healthy enough to schlep 
to the beach, but the ones that can, it 
changes their whole outlook.” 

That first year in 2009, dispensaries 
were just starting to take off in Southern 
California. There was big money in grow¬ 
ing marijuana for storefront operations 
that were popping up like weeds through¬ 
out Orange County. But after a few years, 
his friend no longer saw the value in 
providing free cannabis to Modiano’s 
HIV-positive friends. “He decided he 
didn’t need to have medical patients and 
just wanted to sell medication,” Modiano 
recalls. “He kicked me out of the build¬ 
ing. Luckily, other people saw what I was 
capable of doing and said, ‘We want you 
and will put you in a new building,’ and 
that is where I am now.” 

This August, Modiano found the ware¬ 
house where Patient Med-Aid now oper¬ 
ates. By that point, however, the federal 
government’s crackdown on medical mar¬ 
ijuana had caught up with Anaheim. The 
city first banned marijuana dispensaries 
back in 2007, but the law was challenged 


by a lawsuit filed by patients, and as the 
case worked its way through the system, 
dozens of dispensaries moved in. In Janu¬ 
ary 2012, without taking public comment, 
the City Council ruled to extend a morato¬ 
rium on new pot clubs for another year. 

Then, Anaheim’s elected officials did 
exactly what many of their counterparts 
in other cities throughout California— 
Lake Forest and Costa Mesa being two 
prominent Orange County examples—had 
already done in recent months: it simply 
called in the DEA and invited the feds to 
threaten landlords and raid clubs. The 
feds accepted that invitation on Aug. 21; 
the U.S. attorney’s office filed lawsuits 
against six dispensaries in Anaheim and 
sent warning letters to more than 60 
clubs throughout the city and neighboring 
La Habra. The cease-and-desist notices 
warned that properties would be seized 
and raids would be conducted on anyone 
who didn’t shut down within 30 days. 

One of those letters went to the land¬ 
lord of the warehouse where Modiano

had been operating Patient Med-Aid. 
Modiano insists that at no point did he use 
the warehouse for storing or distributing 
marijuana. Instead, he stores furniture, 
wheelchairs and other donated items for 
members there, and he uses the space to 
host events such as the picnic I attended. 
However, he did allow patients to smoke 
their own personal stashes of marijuana 
on the premises, which he assumes might 
have led to complaints that put him on the 
city and DEA’s shit list. 

In any case. Patient Med-Aid found 
itself quickly evicted. “Anaheim is a tour¬ 
ist place,” Modiano reasons. “Anaheim is 
very protective of its investments and very 
protective of Disneyland. They had 120 
dispensaries in close proximity to Disney¬ 
land, exposing the tourists in the hotels to 
all this marijuana, and of course, Anaheim 
wants to shut them down. So they called 
in the DEA, and the DEA sent letters to 
every dispensary they could identify, and 
they accidentally identified this as a dis¬ 
pensary, which it never has been.” 

On Sept. 28, just two days before Modi¬ 
ano was supposed to be gone from the 
premises, the landlord relented and told 
Modiano that if he really wasn’t selling pot 
and could convince the city to give him 
a business permit, he could stay “I went 
over to City Hall at 2 p.m. and got a license 
to warehouse and distribute donated 
items, which is what I do,” Modiano says. 

The next day, Modiano and several 
other disabled Patient Med-Aid members 
sued Anaheim, arguing that the city’s 
ban on pot clubs violates the California 
Persons with Disabilities Act. Matthew 
Pappas, the lawyer who filed the suit, has 
a daughter, Victoria, who is a member of 
Patient Med-Aid. She smokes marijuana 
to manage pain from a severe assault last 
year for which she had to undergo brain 
surgery Victoria says the pot relieves the 
tremendous headaches she still suffers. 
“It’s crazy that I don’t have worse compli¬ 
cations. Medicinal marijuana makes the 
headache go away and helps me to sleep, 
so I can feel good again.” 

fter the picnickers finish their 
meals, I interview several mem¬ 
bers of Patient Med-Aid in a 
small office down a hall from the 
main warehouse room. The first, 
an African-American woman, is 
reluctant to talk, and prefers her name not 
be used for the story She tells me I can 
identify her as a “58-year-old sick woman- 
very sick” who lives in Anaheim. She was 
diagnosed with HIV seven years ago. 

“I suffer from neuropathy, depression. 


arthritis, a lot of pain, and marijuana is 
the only thing that helps that pain,” she 
relates. “The side effects from the medi¬ 
cation ... I can’t do it. I almost died.” 

She says she used to get marijuana from 
a few different dispensaries in Anaheim, 
but she found it too expensive. “If you 
have money, sure, no problem,” she says. 
“But you can’t always afford it, and you 
always have pain.” 

She’s relieved Modiano wasn’t evicted, 
but with the DEA continuing to crack 
down, she says, she worries about how 
long Patient Med-Aid will be able to 
continue. “This collective is different 
than most programs,” the woman says. “I 
hope this program can stay and grow and 
develop into something, into what he 
wants it to be.” 

The next person I speak to also wishes 
to remain anonymous. He’s the 64-year- 
old Dana Point resident who, a dozen 
years ago, rescued Modiano and nursed 
him back to health when his friend was 
first diagnosed with AIDS. A tall, wide¬ 
shouldered man with thinning white hair 
and a cheerful smile, he tells me he gets 
the honor of belonging to Patient Med- 
Aid for the unfortunate reason that he 
suffers from prostate cancer. 

“I got it seven years ago. That’s when 
I got my surgery I have this big incision 
right here,” he says, pointing below his 
belt. “They opened me up; I was out for 
eight hours. They didn’t get all of it, so I 
had radiation treatment. It was 30 visits. 

I had to take the train down to San Diego 
every day, Monday through Friday, for 
six weeks. That wasn’t a fun thing to go 
through. Radiation about kicked my ass.” 

Because he served in the U.S. Army in 
South Vietnam during 1968 and ’69, dur¬ 
ing a period of heavy spraying of the toxic 
defoliant Agent Orange, Uncle Sam pays 
his medical bills. After going into remis¬ 
sion, the cancer returned six months 
ago, so he remains on hormone therapy 
and radiation treatment. He also smokes 
marijuana to treat his chronic pain and 
get a good night’s sleep. “I’m really glad 
Marty’s doing this because it helps a lot 
of people that have no money,” he says. “I 
don’t have the means to cultivate. Where 
I live, it’d be stolen. So this is my outlet to 
get my pot. I’ll smoke a joint in the eve¬ 
ning, and I’m done. I’m happy” 

Another veteran among Patient Med- 
Aid’s ranks is Kevin Butcher, who joined 
the U.S. Army when he turned 18 and 
served in the Persian Gulf War as an explo¬ 
sives specialist with the 82nd Airborne 
Division. He didn’t see combat, but he wit¬ 
nessed its immediate aftermath as a truck 
driver in a convoy about 4,000 meters 
behind the lead tanks that invaded Iraq 
from Saudi Arabia. He says he’ll never for¬ 
get what he saw in those few days. 

“I was told to follow the tracks in 
front of me,” Butcher recalls. At times, 
he could barely see the truck ahead of 
him because of the smoke from burning 
oil wells. “They told us it was like smok¬ 
ing two packs of cigarettes because of all 
the smoke in the air, and oil was actually 
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splattering on my windshield.” Then 
there was the carnage of Saddam Husse¬ 
in’s vanquished Iraqi Republican Guard. 
“There were hundreds of burning tanks, 
burning bodies, death everywhere,”’ he 
says. “It was open desert, the middle of 
nowhere, blowing eveiything up in front 
of us. Whatever they destroyed, we’d see. 
That’s basically what gave me PTSD.” 

After leaving the Army in 1992— 
Butcher says he was kicked out for smok¬ 
ing pot—he found construction work 
in Arizona, where he grew up. Over the 
years, he grew increasingly embittered 
about his time in the military. He wasn’t 
aware of his mounting depression, but 
his wife was. When the U.S. invaded 
Iraq again in 2003, Butcher says, he sank 


eat because the chemotherapy and pain 
pills had destroyed his appetite and 
sense of taste. At a pot club in Santa Fe 
Springs, he saw a flier advertising free 
marijuana for cancer patients, which is 
how he met Modiano. 

“Weed is not for everybody,” Parra 
says. “I don’t think all these kids should 
be getting scrips. It’s outrageous. But they 
should let the sick people have medical 
marijuana. If I can’t get it here, I’ll get 
it from somewhere. I don’t know how 
much time I have left. I just want to live 
a little more comfortably. I don’t know 
how much more time Marty has, either, 
because he’s pretty sick, too. But who 
knows? Maybe somebody else can [stand] 
up behind him and keep it going.”

deeper into an emotional black hole. It 
didn’t help that a decade laying floor tiles 
had given him chronic back pain. “I was 
hurting every day,” he says. “I couldn’t 
work anymore. 

Following a battery of tests. Butcher 
says, the Veteran’s Administration diag¬ 
nosed him with Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder (PTSD) in 2006, saying he was 
70 percent disabled because of his experi¬ 
ence in the war. For his back injuries, the 
VA prescribed powerful opiates such as 
Loratab and hydrocodone, to which he 
swiftly became addicted. He attempted 
suicide twice before realizing he didn’t 
want to die and didn’t want to keep taking 
the painkillers. 

Instead, Butcher smokes marijuana, 
which he credits with saving his life. “It 
helps me with my chronic pain that I 
have every day and the depression and 
got me off the pain medication,” he says. 

“I haven’t told the VA because I’m wor¬ 
ried what will happen to my disability, 
but the next time I go in, if it comes up. 

I’ll tell them.” 

Of all the Patient Med-Aid members 
I interviewed, Charlie Parra seemed the 
least worried about having his name used 
for the story. “It wouldn’t make much dif¬ 
ference,” he says. “I’m dying. I have stage- 
four cancer. It’s in my lungs, my bones; 
it’s already metastasized.” 

The 67-year-old Pico Rivera resident 
is missing his hair; speaks in a soft, 
weak voice; and has to be rolled around 
in a wheelchair by his son, who sat qui¬ 
etly during the interview. Three years 
ago, doctors diagnosed Parra with pan¬ 
creatic cancer. He’d been suffering from 
back pain for months, but he didn’t 
want to miss work to get it checked out. 
By the time he finally did visit a doctor, 
he was told he would be dead by the 
end of the year. 

“And here I am,” Parra says. “I’d 
like to go back and kick that doctor’s 
ass today if I had enough energy, but I 
don’t.” Thanks to chemotherapy, Parra 
is still alive, but it’s clear he’s in tre¬ 
mendous pain and doesn’t expect to live 
much longer. He says his doctor recom¬ 
mended medical marijuana to help him 


A s with the life expectancies of 
Parra and Modiano, the future 
of Patient Med-Aid is tenuous 
to say the least. At the top of 
the list of potential concerns 
is the question of further law- 
enforcement action, either by local police, 
county sheriffs or federal drug agents. 

But Christopher Glew, a defense attorney 
who regularly works with marijuana dis¬ 
pensaries throughout California (and is 
an online columnist for the Weekly), says 
that Patient Med-Aid is probably the last 
club the state of California or DEA would 
intentionally target. 

“If someone went after them, and 
they’re doing what they say they’re doing 
and providing this medicine for free, the 
backlash of them being prosecuted would 
be pretty substantial,” Glew says. “Can 
you imagine that case? That’s the kind of 
case you want as a lawyer.” 

For his part, Modiano claims he’s not 
worried about the feds because the only 
thing the DEA will find if it raids his 
warehouse will be donated equipment— 
and maybe some sick people sitting 
around eating grilled chicken. He says he 
hopes to raise enough money from the 
growers he’s working with to add more 
patients to the group’s membership, four 
of whom died recently. 

Modiano also hopes to buy a van so 
he can deliver cannabis to patients. Cur¬ 
rently, members must go to different 
dispensaries to obtain their allotment 
of free marijuana. For security reasons, 
Modiano declined to state which dispen¬ 
saries those are, and he wouldn’t put me 
in touch with any of the growers who are 
helping Patient Med-Aid. 

“I don’t want to go to jail,” he con¬ 
cludes. “I want to be protected, and I 
want my growers to be protected, too. 
They shouldn’t have to go to jail for help¬ 
ing sick people. We’re just trying to give 
some free medicine to some patients 
before they all drop dead.”

Get to the Point 


The Dana Point bar says your kids are welcome

W ho says you can’t take your 

kids to a bar? That’s the point 
of the Point, a new bar and 
restaurant that pretty much encourages 
you to do so. From Tuesday to Friday, 
between the hours of 11:30 a.m. and 
3:30 p.m., each of your rugrats can eat 
free with every purchase of an adult 
meal. It’s typical kid stuff—chicken fin¬ 
gers, mini burgers, and a soupy mac and 
cheese that the restaurant describes as 
“better than the blue box”—but the best 
part of all may be that you don’t even 
have to sit with them. In a closet-sized 
room near the corner is a so-called “Kid’s 
Cave,” with a blackboard wall, a low- 
slung activity table covered in butcher 
paper and all the chalk the kids will need 
to stay out of trouble and out of the way 
while you’re presumably doing shots 
at the bar. What parent hasn’t secretly 
wished the McDonald’s Playland poured 
a pint of lager to take the edge off? 

Inside this cave, the restaurant has 
installed a television that loops G-rated 
movies—just one more element to ensure 
hypnotized obedience. For the parents, 
there are no fewer than six flat-screens 
surrounding the one-roomed adult space, 
resembling NASA mission control. Wher¬ 
ever you sit, you can watch at least four 
TVs. There’s even one on the outside patio 
so no one in the immediate vicinity will 
ever miss a touchdown, home run or slam 
dunk. Aside from the fact your kids are 
with you, you will always be keenly aware 
you are at a sports bar. 

The menu is, of course, going to have 
the required sports-bar fodder of Buf¬ 


falo wings and jalapeno poppers, here 
bizarrely called “armadillo eggs.” But the 
kitchen—headed by Ronald Canaveral, 
formerly of Salt Creek Grille—also offers 
a remarkably good, if typical, bowl of 
steamers, the clams in a broth balanced 
between the sweetness of butter and the 
sting of wine, thick enough to be soup, 
and topped with two buttered rounds of 
garlic toast to soak up the leavings. 

Pizzas are probably the thing to order, 
and they are well-made, crust puffed up 
to airiness and the middle a little wet 
and soggy because of all the piled-on 
cheese. Should you actually want your 
family to sit together and share a meal, 
there’s a plain ol’ pepperoni the kids 
might like. Or you could try everything 
from a barbecue chicken sprinkled with 
cilantro to a Thai chicken with crunchy 
peanuts, bean sprouts, chopped scal¬ 
lions and a hardly perceptible sweet 
peanut sauce that attempts to tie it all 
together. Just know that you’re not 
looking for authenticity of flavor when 
you ask for it or the Chinese chicken 
salad, which you order here for the same 
reason you order it an 5 rwhere else: for 
the fried egg noodles and the mandarin 
orange segments. The Point not only has 
you covered on both fronts, but it also 
adds crispy rice noodles to increase the 
crunch quotient on a salad that’s per¬ 
haps too light on the dressing. 

As expected, when you see pizza and 
salad on a menu, there are going to be 
pastas and burgers, too. Such is the rule 
for all American restaurants that operate 
on the same frequency as Coco’s and the 


Cheesecake Factory. The Point only colors 
outside these lines when it wants to. Jam- 
balaya pasta—one of the Cheesecake Fac¬ 
tory’s most popular dishes—appears here, 
but with assertive cuts of andouille sau¬ 
sage, chicken and clams tangled in slightly 
overcooked fettuccine. When you eat it, 
you also detect crispy shards of almonds, 
which you didn’t expect but appreciate. 

If you’re going to have a burger, have 
it with the pleasantly garlicky shoestring 
fries instead of the greasy onion rings. 

There are also proper plated meals, 
including a steak and a decent but basic 
chicken-fried chicken that consists of 
two boneless, battered breast pieces half- 
smothered in gravy, with mashed potatoes 
and steamed broccoli covered in a sub¬ 
stance I’m pretty sure was Cheez-Wiz. 

Even if you are childless, you will still 
need to come to bear witness to the odd¬ 
ity that is the Point’s fry-bread pastrami 
sandwich. It is not hyperbolic to describe 
it as a giant chalupa fit for the Hulk. 

Made by folding a soft, deep-fried dough 
disk the size of a large pizza over a Ailing 
of salty pastrami, mustard, pickles, pep- 
peroncinis and Swiss cheese, you’ll need 
to put down the beer and call the kids 
over to get their help in finishing it. Let it 
be a lesson in teamwork or something.

Food-Court Italian 
Done Right 

FRANCO'S PASTA CUCINA

W hen your plate is ready at Franco's 
Pasta Cucina, chef Gloria Mogollon 
doesn't call out your order number, even 
though her cashier issued you one just 
minutes earlier. She'll call out your dish 
by name—"Spaghetti with meatballs!" 
"Chicken Parmesan!" "Linguini pesto!"— 
above the din of the Palm Cafe Food Court 
in Irvine where her stall stands, confident 
your ears will perk for her dulcet tone that 
has the authority of a nonna who has just 
slaved over a pot. And even if multiple 
people ordered the same dish, her voice is 
such that it speaks to you and only you, so 
that only you get up when it's your time to 
feast upon the best food-court Italian in the 
county. She'll hand you your plate, seconds 
removed from the skillet, quickly thank you, 
and move on to the next customer—it's a 
food court after all, not Tuscany. 

Franco's was legendary even before 
Mogollon—a native of Colombia—took 
over the kitchen a couple of years ago. 
Opened in 1995, original chef Franco quickly 
impressed with made-to-order Southern 
Italian dishes that made life wonderful for 
Irvine's office drones long before the luxe 
lonchera craze saved their lunchtimes. 
Ordering was preposterously easy—pic¬ 
tures showed what was available, and a 
dry-erase board announced any specials. It 
opened at 10 in the morning, closed at 2:30 
in the afternoon, wasn't open on weekends, 
and that was that. But Franco decided to 
retire to Italy a couple of years back, and 
the beautiful Mogollon—who looks more 
like a Univision news anchor than the tough 
cookie she is—took over, keeping the menu, 
adding new dishes and tweaking according 
to customers' tastes. Take the beef Bur¬ 
gundy, a dish well-suited for places where 
the average age of the customer is 56; here, 
Mogollon updates the classic for the mil- 
lennials with heavier dashes of wine and a 
better simmering process—all in a kitchen 
that can fit on the flatbed of a Ford 250. 

Don't be fooled by the no-frills atmo¬ 
sphere, where dishes bear blunt names 
such as "seashells with sausage" (a 
fabulously cheesy mix of conchiglie and 
spicy sausage) or "penne broccoli"—^the 
nuances and flairs Mogollon puts on every¬ 
thing, from an elegantly shaped Styrofoam 
bowl that holds her complimentary salad to 
the airy tiramisu that's free every Tuesday, 
show the work of a woman who deserves 
a better place than this. In the meanwhile, 
she's happy to prepare massive combo 
lunches (free drink and gargantuan slice of 
garlic bread) for all who swing by—quickly, 
of course, but oh, so wonderfully.

He Brought Indian 
Food to Crystal Cove 

Alfred Prasad of Tannarind of London 


L earning about a subject’s interests 
outside the kitchen always interests 
us. When Alfred Prasad isn’t travers¬ 
ing between his Michelin-starred London 
flagship and his outpost in Newport, he 
keeps active with tennis, sketching and 
exploring local neighborhoods with his 
wife. He mentions Tamarind Collection’s 
acquisition of another Indian establish¬ 
ment in Kensington, London, plus a 
remodel of its website currently under way. 

Your earliest food memory: 

I have such vivid memories of picking 
absolutely delicious wild strawberries in 
Kathmandu, Nepal, where I lived from 
age 2 to 4. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

There were two favorites: my mum’s 
prawn curry and her lamb, fenugreek 
and potato curry. Both were best with 
steamed rice. 

Your best recent food find: 

At an event at OC Mart Mix, I had one of the 
best cups of coffee at Portola Coffee Lab. It 
was brilliant. If you are in London, the Al¬ 
tered coffee at Monmouth is a must-try. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 

The humble onion—in all forms. Omni¬ 
present, versatile yet nondescript. For 
Indian cooking, it’s almost the most 
essential ingredient you could possibly 
start any curry with. It’s never spoken of 
that much, is it? 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 
Occasionally, I do crave a good, juicy 
burger from the Gourmet Burger Kitchen 
in London. I’d order the classic burger: 
ground beef cooked medium, lettuce, 
red onion, tomato, but without cheese 
or mayo. It’s the most delicious, gigantic 
burger. Once the thought comes into my 
mind, it just has to be that. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

Single malts. I’m working my way 
through them. A friend who shares the 
same liking for them exchanges notes 
with me when we purchase new bottles. 
What I really enjoy are brands such as 
Glenmorangie, Talisker and Lagavulin. I

recently tried Ardbeg, which was really, 
really good. Being in London, I’ve had 
several opportunities to visit distilleries 
in Scotland including Johnnie Walker 
and Tullibardine. 

Indian food incorporates so many spices, 
but do you have a favorite? 

I love the flavors of green chili, ginger, 
cilantro and black peppercorns. 

One food you can’t live without: 

I love my biryani: a one-pot meal of meat, 
seafood or vegetables cooked with rice, 
herbs, browned onions, yogurt and spices. 
It just hits the spot and is my ultimate 
comfort food. 

How have you changed the menu to suit 
the tastes of locals? 

While signature dishes replicated from 
our London establishment are undiluted, 
traditional regional Indian classics, we 
have offered a lighter treatment to some 
dishes, staying true to the California 
style. We also have a stronger presence of 
seafood in our menu and are constantly 
looking at combining local seasonal pro¬ 
duce with the appropriate micro-Indian 
cuisine to suit it best. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

I am appalled by the amount of food 
being wasted at homes. Statistics show 
that as much as 40 percent of produce 
purchased is not consumed. My best tip is 
really to focus on that. 

We can’t decide between the black and yel¬ 
low lentils. How would you describe the 
difference in taste? 

The black lentils we prepare at Tama¬ 
rind of London are an indulgent treat. 
They are slow-cooked with ginger, garlic 
and tomatoes for longer than six hours 
and finished with butter and cream, 
resulting in a silky, delicious creation 
mainly consumed in the northwestern 
regions of India. The yellow lentils, on

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Long Beach’s Religion 

The Local Spot continues Eggs Etc.’s tradition of 
huge breakfasts at great prices 


I have a theory that breakfast is a replace¬ 
ment for religion in Long Beach, which 
is really just my attempt to explain the 
hour-and-a-half wait outside every egg¬ 
serving place in town on Sunday morn¬ 
ings. With so many devotees of the city’s 
open-until-2, breakfast-and-lunch cafes, it 
was surprising to discover that the Local 
Spot—a sister restaurant of Long Beach’s 
well-loved Eggs Etc.—has been sitting rela¬ 
tively undiscovered in a Cal State-adjacent 
strip mall for nearly a year. 

Originally a lunch-only concept that 
had the Eggs Etc. owner and her best 
friend’s son serving burgers and grilled- 
cheese sandwiches from an outdoor 
barbecue, the Local Spot eventually 
built a full-size kitchen and transplanted 
Etc.’s breakfast menu. Still, the word is 
only partway out about the city’s latest 
house of worship, so it has become my 
new go-to for crowd-free eggy lunches. 
Recently, a friend and I arrived at the 
Local Spot late, within an hour of its 3 
p.m. closing time. “No problem,” said the 
waitress. “No rush at all.” 

“Good,” I said, “because I can never 
decide what to get.” 

In addition to the classic lumberjack 
meals—bacon and eggs, corned-beef hash 
and eggs, steak and eggs—the menu lists 
three types of scramblers, four differ¬ 
ent Benedicts and five pancake fiavors. 
There are also 16 omelets, some with 
interesting combinations such as the 
JSM (Jack cheese, sausage and mush¬ 
rooms), the Aloha (Portugese sausage, 
spinach, onions and Swiss cheese) and 
the Rancho (steak, mushrooms, Ched¬ 
dar and Ranchero sauce). And this is all 
without dipping the menu onto the back. 
Lunch is full of homemade burgers, hot 
sandwiches, entree-sized salads and cold

the other hand, are lighter yet flavor¬ 
ful and prepared in a variety of ways all 
over India. 

Weirdest thing you've ever eaten: 

Quite a few, but I will tell you about a 
recent one that took me by surprise.

wraps, which I won’t even allow myself to 
order until I am done trying more of the 
breakfast options. 

We decided on a Baja omelet with 
soyrizo and a California Benedict with 
a side of California spuds. Feeling feisty, 
we traded out the omelet’s accompanying 
toast for a buttermilk pancake. Despite 
the obvious number of calories in the 
massive meal, everything was so freshly 
prepared that it did not feel as heavy 
when the plates finally came to the table. 
Everything but the pancake came topped 
with fresh avocado, and the Hollandaise 
sauce was whipped so frothy it might 
have been made with only egg whites. 

The home fries were cut thin, then par¬ 
tially smashed and grilled in light oil 
along with some chopped green onions, 
resulting in crispy-on-the-outside-per- 
fect-on-the-inside potatoes—no ketchup 
needed. Our waitress even offered some 
house-made salsas (the spicy salsa roja 
was best), which, coupled with the soy¬ 
rizo and sour cream on the omelet, made 
for a great gabacha breakfast. 

I know I’m probably shooting myself in 
the foot by outing my favorite unknown 
breakfast spot, but if long Sunday wait 
times are the worst consequence of hav¬ 
ing this hidden gem be successful, I will 
gladly share some loaded granola pan¬ 
cakes with the rest of Long Beach’s faith¬ 
ful.

The Trouble With Hitchcock 

Shouldn’t the making of Psycho be more interesting?

E arly in Hitchcock, Alfred Hitchcock 
(played by Sir Anthony Hopkins 
with a sack of fat connecting chin to 
neck) walks the red carpet at the premiere 
of his 1959 chase film, North By Northwest. 
“You’re 60 years old!” shouts a reporter 
to the corpulent master of suspense, then 
nearing his 40th year of filmmaking. 
“Shouldn’t you quit while you’re ahead?” 

The scene resembles a similar one at 
the beginning of SinginHn the Rain, Holly¬ 
wood’s best known (and maybe best) film 
about itself, in which Gene Kelly’s silent- 
film star walks the red carpet for the last 
hit he’ll be able to pull off before sound 
upends everything. The parallels are hard 
to miss: In what should be a moment of 
triumph, Hitchcock cannot ignore that 
the world is changing, that he’s a dinosaur 
who will have to either accept extinction 
or fight it. The scene is an announcement 
that Hitchcock will be the kind of Hol¬ 
lywood movie in which veterans on the 
verge of obsolescence figure out how to 
beat the industry’s system of cycling out 
the old in favor of the new by changing 
with the times on their own terms. 

For Hitchcock’s Hitchcock, this means 
breaking away from starry “baubles” such 
as North by Northwest and exploring 
riskier territory. “What if someone really 
good made a horror picture?” he wonders. 
Fascinated by the story of middle-Amer¬ 


ican mass murderer Ed Gein, he buys up 
the rights to Robert Bloch’s novel Psycho, 
despite the reservations of those closest 
to him, including his long-suffering wife 
and collaborator, Alma (Helen Mirren). In 
order to get Paramount to agree to distrib¬ 
ute a film about a transvestite homicidal 
maniac, Hitchcock has to whip out his 
own checkbook to cover the production 
budget. As a suit puts it, “Every time you 
want to do something different—like The 
Wrong Man or Vertzgo—someone loses 
money.” This sets up the film’s payoff: Psy¬ 
cho was in itself different from Hitchcock’s 
previous experiments, not because it was 
good, but because it didn’t lose money. 

Hopkins’ imitation of Hitchcock’s dis¬ 
tinctive vocal cadence—the accent and 
heaviness of delivery, as if each word were 
rolled in bacon on its way out—is initially 
disarming, but the performance seems less 
convincingly human as the film wears on, 
failing to build on its first impression. The 
prosthetics Hopkins has been tasked with 
acting behind are made more conspicuous 
by the fact that there has been compara¬ 
tively little effort to make the other actors 
resemble the real people they’re playing. 
Scarlett Johansson as Janet Leigh looks 
like Scarlett Johansson—distractingly so. 
More painful are the attempts to trans¬ 
form Helen Mirren, the international gold 
standard of GILFs, into a dowdy woman- 


behind-the-man; her body is unmistak¬ 
ably fierce for its age, and her wig could 
not be shittier. James D’Arcy actually 
naturally resembles Anthony Perkins, but 
he’s onscreen just long enough to make a 
nudge-nudge gay joke. 

Written by John J. McLaughlin and 
directed by Sacha Gervasi, Hitchcock is 
theoretically based on Alfred Hitchcock 
and the Making of Psycho, a short anatomy 
of the film’s production and promotion 
published in 1990. In a new introduc¬ 
tion to the book, author Stephen Rebello 
explains that what he wanted from a fic¬ 
tionalized adaptation of his nonfiction text 
was “to see the ‘making of’ aspect serve 
as a backdrop to a tale revolving around 
the complex personal and professional 
relationship of Alfred and Alma Hitch¬ 
cock.” Hitchcock hews to this stated desire 
exactly, but it’s an odd thing for Rebello 
to want, given his book is barely about the 
Hitchcock marriage at all. Rebello only 
even mentions Alma a handful of times; 
in fact, in the movie, there are inventions, 
comments and ideas credited to Alma that, 
in Rebello’s book, are said to come from 
the mouths and/or brains of others. 

Much of the story of Hitchcock is 
caught up in two more deviations from 
Rebello’s account and the historical 
record: a collaboration/flirtation between 
Alma and Whitfield Cook (Danny Hus¬ 


ton), screenwriter of Stage Fright and 
Strangers On a Train, and Hitch’s hal¬ 
lucinatory imaginary friendship with the 
specter of Gein. Both sideshows function 
as distractions away from the actual story 
of making Psyc/io, but the Cook relation¬ 
ship feels particularly forced, a way of 
creating distance between the marrieds 
just so they can reunite and of giving 
Alma something to do so that Helen Mir¬ 
ren would be willing to play her. 

Maybe the only way Hollywood can han¬ 
dle letting its customers tour the sausage 
factory is by shuttling us down the scenic 
route, giving us the illusion we’ve seen 
plenty while ensuring the secret recipe 
remains obscured. Hitchcock is a movie 
about bygone Holl 5 wood that’s distinctly 
a product of Holl 5 rwood circa now. It bears 
the influence of the kind of reality TV in 
which the subject’s career is the stated 
excuse for the show, but in terms of screen 
time and story line, what they actually do 
for a living is relevant only in that it puts 
them in glamorous locales and in contact 
with potential catalysts for stock, soapy 
side drama. The change in title from book 
to film is instructive: Alfred Hitchcock and 
the Making of Psycho is about a filmmaker 
and the making of a film; Hitchcock is a 
half-ass attempt to demystify a larger-than- 
life man who put himself front and center 
while remaining enigmatic, a master at 
revealing a little in order to conceal a lot.

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological 
inquiry filtered through a spectacular 
Utanic-by-way-ofSIumdog Millionaire 
narrative, Life of Pi manages occa¬ 
sional spiritual wonder through its 3-D 
visuals but otherwise sinks like a stone. 
It's no shock that Ang Lee brings to 
his high seas adventure graceful and 
refined aesthetics devoid of any unique 
signature or pressing emotion, as the 
director has proved himself a skillful 
craftsman without an imprimatur to call 
his own. Here, that anonymity results 
in slavish, proficient devotion to his 
source material, Yann Martel's 2001 
novel. The story concerns the upbring¬ 
ing of Pi (newcomer Suraj Sharma) in 
India, his unbelievable experiences 
surviving a shipwreck aboard a life raft 
also occupied by a Bengal tiger, and 
his post-rescue efforts to convince 
Japanese officials that his jale is true— 
a three-part structure thatOs framed by 
the adult Pi (Irrfan Khan), recounting his 
tale to a nameless Writer (Rate Spall). A 
struggling Caucasian American novelist 
who has been told that Pi's saga will 
convince him of God's existence, the 
Writer—who looks like he just came 
from a Banana Republic modeling 
shoot—is a colonialist appropriator of 
Pi's story, which he plans to turn into 
his own novel. Lee ignores such thorny 
sociopolitical dynamics, opting instead 
to couch this framework as further 
proof of the divine magic of storytell¬ 
ing. Lee stages the freighter's demise 
with a thrilling immediacy, taking full 
advantage of 3-D, and culminates with 
a shot of an underwater Pi gazing at 
the vessel as it descends to the bottom, 
its lights twinkling like flickering eyes. 
Still, the story's relentless articulation 
of its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, 
and the film spoon-feeds rather than 
enlightens. (PG-13) Nick Schager.

RED DAWN Single-mindedly action- 
oriented to the point where John 
Milius' original seems ruminative, this 
new Red Dawn is handled by promoted 
stunt coordinator Dan Bradley, whose 
highest accomplishment here is the 
heroes' initial escape through an 
invading North Korean army's tighten¬ 
ing roadblocks. The sequence rides 
on snap-decision adrenal instinct, 
with Matt (Josh Peck) off-roading the 
family's Dodge Ram around backyard 
pools and the disjointed, dashed-off 
design of the scene fitting the total 
disorientation of the experience. But 
once America falls and Matt's brother 
Jed (Chris Hemsworth) and his nascent 
Pacific Northwest insurgency—called 
the Wolverines, after the brothers' 
high school football team—has been 
battle-tested and born again hard, 
Bradley sticks to the same "film the 
hell out of everything and hope it 
all shakes out in the editing booth" 
approach. What should be Red Dawn's 
centerpiece—the Wolverines' tactical 
assault on a police station that the 
occupying forces have converted into 
their headquarters—is scarcely more 
legible than the first panicked moments 
of takeover. Perhaps Bradley feels 
obliged to blitz the audience to keep us 
from focusing on the manifold improb¬ 
abilities here. How could North Korea, 
a malnourished, ingrown nation of 25 
million, hope to enforce martial law on 
the vast, densely forested, and well- 
armed Pacific Northwest? What high 
school quarterback would be wearing 
a Dinosaur Jr. shirt in 2012? It's no 
surprise to learn that North Korea is 
a hasty, post-production substitution 
for the Chinese who, in the movie as 
initially scripted and shot, had come 


to collect on the U.S.'s massive over¬ 
due debt. Soon Hollywood will have 
perfected the art of movies that batter 
no one's sensibilities, except that tiny 
minority who have a shred of aesthetic 
discrimination. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton.

RISE OF THE GUARDIANS If you 

completely unpack the plot of Peter 
Ramsey's sweet, fun Rise of the 
Guardians, it's a hierarchical set of 
nested lies: A bunch of sprite-like 
beings who, in real life, we've fabri¬ 
cated to trick children, are, for movie 
purposes, actually real. But they will 
vanish in puffs of rationality if children 
stop believing in them. So the self¬ 
reinforcing work of these mythical 
beings is to kindle widespread belief 
in their own existence (i.e., lies). Jack 
Frost (Chris Pine), the hoodie-wearing 
hero, has the terrifying ability to accel¬ 
erate entropy and therefore hasten the 
heat death of the universe—or, in the 
comforting parlance of children's sto¬ 
ries, he nips noses with frosty mischief. 
Jack coexists in the same world as 
Santa Claus, the Easter bunny, the tooth 
fairy, and the old sleepy-time sandman, 
collectively known as the Guardians, 
a coalition of powerful beings kind of 
like the Avengers or Damn Yankees. 
Happily, the film skews away from the 
established templates for these arche¬ 
types. (Santa Claus apparently isn't in 
the business of rendering Manichean 
judgments on the behavior of children.) 
Based on illustrator William Joyce's 
book The Guardians of Childhood, 
the film continues the migration of 
Dreamworks Animation away from 
broad jokes and obvious pop-culture 
references in favor of something 
more enduring. (PG) Chris Packham.

FLIGHT The yammering about "Oscar 
gold" and Denzel Washington's poten¬ 
tial three-peat will soon reach a deaf¬ 
ening pitch, but such noise can only 
embarrass a fine character study like 
Flight, whose prevailing tone is a heavy 
melancholy. The mood is there from 
the opening, where William "Whip" 
Whitaker (Washington) is waking in a 
bottle-strewn hotel suite, last night's 
company fishing her thong from behind 
a recliner. Much the worse for the 
wear after his long weekend. Whip gets 
ready for work with a snort of coke, and 
is young again as he swaggers into the 
cockpit for a morning flight—Whip, you 
see, is a commercial-airline captain. 

It's not Whip's shabby state, however, 
that eventually puts his plane into a 
sudden free fall. Drawing on a lifetime 
of experience. Whip improvises a 
miraculous plan that brings craft and 
passengers down more or less safely. 

In order to hush up a medical report 
of Whip's potent blood-alcohol level 
at the crash scene and to coach him 
through the investigation, a lawyer, 
Hugh Lang (Don Cheadle), is brought in 
to do damage control at the behest of 
the pilot's union rep, Charlie Anderson 
(Bruce Greenwood), an old Navy buddy 
of Whip's and custodian of the open 
secret of his drinking. Anderson's 
opposite is Whip's dealer, Harling, 
played with dirtbag bonhomie by John 
Goodman. Calm and chaos commingle 
beautifully in the crash-landing set 
piece as handled by director Robert 
Zemeckis, making his first live-action 
film since 2000's Cast Away. It is not 
surprising that Zemeckis' handling of 
spectacle would be undiminished, but 
he hasn't lost his touch with actors, 
either, coaching Washington into one of 
those rare performances that suggests 
much more than it shows. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 


LINCOLN Much has already been writ¬ 
ten about Daniel Day-Lewis' inter¬ 
pretation of the 16th U.S. president in 
Spielberg's Lincoln, and specifically 
about the reedy Midwestern tenor he 
adopts, derived from the often-mocking 
historical documentation of Lincoln's 
contemporaries. A sharp contrast with 
the stentorian elocution actors tend 
to adopt for the great emancipator, 
it's the most superficial and immedi¬ 
ately apparent facet of this somehow 
almost 4-D character made flesh by 
Day-Lewis: a vivid evocation of a man 
no living person ever knew, and what 
amounts to the best guess of arguably 
the best actor of his generation. So 
that's one of the challenges Spielberg 
confronts: squaring the Georgia white 
marble of the Lincoln Memorial with 
the flesh-and-blood reality we can 
never really know—evoking the man 
without diminishing the leader. The 
director's other challenges include 
relating the complications and subtle¬ 
ties of political maneuvering, and the 
inherent suckiness of the biopic form. 
Spielberg solves that by lensing the 
portrait through a single event: the fight 
to pass the 13th Amendment through 
the house of representatives. The film is 
studied and often somber, but it is also 
hugely entertaining, a bitchingly fun 
story of political gamesmanship, influ¬ 
ence trading, patronage, cronyism, and 
outright bribery. This Lincoln is quietly 
ironic, an indulgent storyteller, a hugely 
charismatic leader. A politician by turns 
charmingly persuasive and iron-fisted. 

A melancholic who suffers deeply, 
forced to barricade his grief behind a 
facade of steadiness and disarming 
humor. A father who sprawls on the 
floor with his young son, and a husband 
whose wife's madness is no match 
for his affection. Day-Lewis is just 
crazy good. (PG-13) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE SESSIONS "You were really and 
truly inside me," Helen Hunt's sex 
surrogate Cheryl assures her cli¬ 
ent, 36-year-old Mark O'Brien (John 
Hawkes), a poet and journalist confined 
to an iron lung after contracting polio 
as a child, who doesn't want to die a 
virgin. Similarly, The Sessions, written 
and directed by Ben Lewin and based 
largely on O'Brien's article "On Seeing 
a Sex Surrogate," hopes to penetrate 
viewers deeply, hitting its uplift beats 
hard. His life previously the subject of 
the 1996 short documentary Breathing 
Lessons, O'Brien, who died in 1999 at 
age 49, is depicted as an inveterate 
charmer, delighting the women who act 
as his caretakers before scaring them 
off by saying he loves them. Frustrated, 
the devout writer seeks the solace of 
a longhair, cig-puffing priest played by 
William H. Macy, who blesses Mark's 
transactions with Cheryl. The wearying 
religiosity serves as a hedge against 
the messy carnal stuff; in an unneces¬ 
sary subplot, Cheryl is converting to 
Judaism, a scenario that makes pos¬ 
sible these words from Rhea Perlman's 
mikveh attendant: "This is the body 
that God crafted for you." Hawkes 
and Hunt nobly tackle the physical 
demands their roles require, and there 
is one good line, from a male attendant 
of Mark's who says that intercourse is 
"overrated but necessary"—a state¬ 
ment soon belied by a sight gag of the 
erotically adventurous Mark gasping 
for his ventilator after Cheryl sits on 
his face. (R) Melissa Anderson. Regal 
Foothill Towne Center 22, Foothill 
Ranch; Regency Rancho Niguel 8, 
Laguna Niguel. 

SILVER LININGS PLAYBOOK Director 
David 0. Russell is still doing penance 
for / Heart Huckabees, a wonderfully 
nutty 2004 passion project exploring 
the desperate search for meaning 


within corporate America. Silver 
Linings Playbook feels more personal 
than The Fighter, his last feature, but 
it also feels like the movie version of 
a brilliant but unbalanced mind on too 
many edge-sanding meds. Released 
from the psych hospital where he was 
sent after a marriage-ending manic fit, 
Pat Solitano (Cooper) moves back into 
his childhood home. Cooper spits out 
such lines in an unmodulated, rapid- 
fire assault, his eyes wide and shining. 
Russell trusts us to draw on, like, every 
movie we've ever seen to recognize 
this is what the fearlessness of the mad 
looks and sounds like; the twist is that 
Pat's parents—superstitious amateur 
bookie Pat Senior (Robert De Niro) 
and the sweetly overbearing Dolores 
(Jacki Weaver)—speak the same way. 
The scenes in the Solitano home are a 


cacophony of mile-a-minute monotone. 
They're the best, most alive parts of the 
movie. Like many assholes, Pat brands 
himself a "truth teller"; he is, of course, 
the only person who can't see the 
truth about himself, which is that he's 
incapable of empathy. It comes as no 
surprise that the vehicle for this trans¬ 
formation is a slow-building romance 
with a bruised young widow played 
with feisty authenticity by Jennifer 
Lawrence. Manic as it might be stylisti¬ 
cally, Silver Linings Playbook maintains 
too even of an emotional keel. It's a film 
about the alienated that makes sure 
to alienate no one, a movie depicting 
wild mood extremes that never rises 
or falls above a dull hum of diversion. 
Russell has made a great movie about 
American malaise; this isn't it.

Laguna Art Museum’s ‘ex-pose: macha suzuki’ meditates on life’s shortcomings

M itt Romney’s epic failed run for 
the presidency last week is still 
being dissected as I type these 
words and will likely continue in the 
weeks and months ahead, as the angry 
finger-pointing about who is to blame 
rips apart the GOR While I sit back and 
enjoy that cavalcade of recrimination, 
the Republican Party would do well to 
adopt the philosophy at the heart of 
“ex*pose: macha suzuki,” now on exhibi¬ 
tion at Laguna Art Museum. Built around 
the theme that failure isn’t an end, but a 
gateway to growth, character-building 
and regrouping, Suzuki’s work is gener¬ 
ous, child-like and a lot of fun. Guaran¬ 
teed to put a grin on your face, the work 
is curated with immaculate taste and a 
thorough, insightful series of interviews 
and biographical material by Grace Kook- 
Anderson. It’s impossible to not embrace 
the gentle spirit of Suzuki’s work (or fail 
to be embraced by it). 

The sheep in Minor Threat, its plastic 
coat of white pom-poms pierced by two 
arrows that cause it to bleed different col¬ 
ors perfectly embodies the artist’s world¬ 
view. Head up, surrounded by a Matrix 



bullet time of dozens of arrows frozen 
midair, each one just inches from penetrat¬ 
ing its coat, what’s unusual here is that the 
doomsday scenario is an 5 l;hingbut. This 
is about change through adversity, not 
death, with the arrows changing the color 
dynamic of the sheep, moving it from bland 
white to a rainbow hue. That the title also 
suggests the Washington, D.C., punk band 
with the same name and its eponymous 
record cover with a black sheep escaping 
a herd of white sheep, suggests our woolly 
Saint Sebastian will not only survive, but 
also be better for the experience. 


Nice Try, an archery target, a perfect 
circle of arrows at the edge of it and the 
middle pristine, gives us an archer trying 
again and again and again to hit the mark, 
making his Sisyphean failure more honor¬ 
able than depressing. Blessings In the Skies’ 
handicapped seagulls fly side by side, each 
missing a wing, but the two birds make up 
for their deflciencies with the two halves 
making a whole. A fitting political meta¬ 
phor if this were a political show—which 
it isn’t—and a perfectly extended hand 
to a damaged world that needs to work 


together to get to where it needs to be. 

The collective in Huddle, 10 figures in 
Occupy drag, might be planning a revolu¬ 
tion or they might just be facets of the 
same man (Suzuki) deciding on a game 
plan. One figure has a clipboard, and if 
you sneak a peek over its shoulder at the 
white-paper game plan, you can see the 
stray scrawls of a child, made by colored 
pencil or crayon. Fatherhood equals child’s 
play. Meanwhile, 2008’s Fail features the 
word hidden among a bare, brown system 
of branches and enhanced and bolded by 


colored yarn, drawing/demanding our 
attention to it. In the lovely sequel created 
a few years later, the exhilaratingly posi¬ 
tive Permission to Fail, the FAIL has grown 
bigger, suggesting repeated errors over the 
years, but this time, the branches are flush 
with green foliage. 

There are many other pieces in the 
show—which I’ll let you discover on 
your own—all of them worth noting for 
their beauty or innovation or the state¬ 
ment that they make. Despite the bril¬ 
liant near-perfection of the show, let me 
toss out two critiques: Press materials 
describe Suzuki’s work as surreal, which 
I think is a mistake. Surrealism is as 
much philosophy and politics as it is style 
and, in describing new work, seems to be 
a catchall for odd, dream-like work that 
isn’t “natural.” When talking about Dali 
and his ilk, it’s important to note these 
guys were art terrorists, out to destroy 
what had come before them (while 
simultaneously making bank doing so). 
They made zero effort to reach out to 
viewers or overtly communicate ideas 
with their work, immersing themselves 
in abstract images to avoid the personal 
in favor of the intentionally obscure. 
Meaning was an afterthought. 

Suzuki simply doesn’t fit into that 
category: His work in abstract symbols 
is complex, deeply personal and geared 
toward intellectual and emotional state¬ 
ments. Calling the work surreal is too 
easy. He belongs in a class all his own. 
Last, but not least, this show deserves an 
exhibition upstairs in one of the larger 
galleries. Hiding the work in the base¬ 
ment makes the trek to discover it an 
exciting adventure, but it’s too damn good 
to be concealed down there. Certainly not 
an epic fail, but a fail, nonetheless.

HOWTO APPLY

Many people behind 
the fragrance counter are vendors directly 
paid by a perfume company or a store 
employee given incentives to sell certain 
bottles. You can listen to their advice, but 
feel free to smell around on your own. Per¬ 
fume is expensive—don't buy it because 
the salesgirl tells it comes with a free, 
crappy tote bag. 

• Don't leave your fragrance in a bathroom 
with a shower or in direct light. Heat and light 
will make the scent go bad, and suddenly, 
the contents of that $80 bottle you just had to 
have smells like last week's leftovers.

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Wilmore Guitars 
Reclaims Long Beach 


Plucking wood from a 
demolished house in 
South Gate 
gave these local 
craftsmen a bright idea

A t the wilmore Guitars compound 
in Long Beach, Tom Wilson and 
Randy Baranosky work amongst a 
symphony of machinery, handcrafting and 
sanding down electric guitars with the 
same attention to detail as a pair of sculp¬ 
tors. Each model is named after streets in 
the LBC—2nd Street, 7th Street, Termino, 
Shoreline—an homage to the city where 
they have planted their roots. The sounds 
of their six-strings resonate with fatness— 
the sonic equivalent of how butter tastes. 

Earlier this month, Wilson and 
Baranosky started production on a unique 
line literally pulled from the framework of 
their city. The Reclaimed Series—Wilmore 
Guitars’ limited-edition run—are guitars 
created from wood taken from the beams, 
doors and furniture found in old homes, 
usually those foreclosed and slated for 
demolition. While Wilson wishes he could 
work full-time as a luthier, he needs to 
work a day job, too. One day, when he 
was demolishing a house in South Gate 
with Habitat for Humanity, the crew was 
pulling out 2-by-4s of Douglas fir and 
mahogany. The crew was going to dump 
the wood, but Wilson had a moment of 
nostalgia for the bones of a home built in 
1927—though Wilson believes the wood is 
almost 200 to 300 years old. 

Before anyone tossed the wood into the 
garbage, Wilson “started kind of tapping 
on it, seeing how it resonated and what 
it sounded like,” he says, “and I thought, 
‘Man, let’s give it a shot and make some 
guitars out of it.’” 

Eor Wilson and Baranosky, the quality 
of the wood is probably the most impor¬ 
tant element of making aesthetically and 
sonically pleasing guitars. Though he 
has been building them for more than 15 
years, Wilson started Wilmore in 2008. 
Baranosky, a skilled craftsman and long¬ 
time friend, became his partner. With 
Ryan Dennee and Jeremy Hunt, they 
are fine-tuning the blending of different 
types of wood, trying to find their ideal 
sound. Eor the Reclaimed Series, they are 
working with wood that has been dried 
naturally, unlike at most guitar factories, 
where it is dried by machines. 

“These pieces of wood have had time to 
dry out naturally,” Wilson says. “The sap 
and the moisture inside crystallize, and 
that’s what you’re looking for in a guitar. 
You want that moisture to dissipate. You 
don’t want to lock it inside necessarily 
because that lack of moisture allows it to 
resonate freely.”

When Wilson brought the wood back 
to the compound, he noticed it was full of 
nails and chunks were missing. He tried to 
pull out as many nails as possible because 
it ruins their machines, but he eventually 
came to the conclusion the battered, his¬ 
toric wood actually related to Wilmore’s 
overall vision. So he and Baranosky used 
the wood with the nails because they 
wanted the guitars to look and sound clas¬ 
sic, and they wanted musicians to beat the 
shit out of their axes, creating an authen¬ 
tic and durable instrument. 

“We allow the blemishes,” Wilson says. 
“We allow the nails and the chunks. We’re 
letting it all show. I think we live that way 
... in a genuine and real way. It becomes 
part of who we are. It’s part of our story 
to be genuine, real people. We make 
genuine and real instruments. They have 


blemishes. We want 
them to look beat-up. 
That goes back to my 
identity: I’ve got plenty 
of blemishes; I’ve got 
plenty of chunks miss¬ 
ing. I’ve got scars and 
nails in me.” 

Baranosky also 
views the Reclaimed 
Series as guitars with 
character. He sees the 
reclaimed wood as a 
continuation of the 
narrative of someone’s 
home that would have 
been thrown in the 
trash. “These 2-by-4s,” 
he says, pointing to a 
stack of wood, “came 
out of somebody’s 
house. It was lived in. 
Now, it’s being played.” 

Wilson adds, “We’re trying to help 
people tell their stories. [The Reclaimed 
Series] tells our story of what we do here: 
the guitars we build, the noise we make.” 

Once all that wood from the home in 
South Gate is gone, the first run of the 
Reclaimed Series will be done. Wilson 
says no guitar will be the same, and he 
hopes the only reason anyone every sells 
one is because he or she is broke. 

“The story of this wood creates the 
quality of the sound,” Wilson says. “This 
thing that was essentially garbage to most 
people, we were able to turn it into a 
high-quality instrument.”

Myspace Was Better Than 
Facebook (For Music) 

For musicians, the fallen king of social media 
actually had some really good things going for it

W ithFacebook’s stock 
and growth rates 
skydiving, it’s time 
to say something that should 
have been said a long time ago: 

Myspace was better. Maybe 
not when it came to its coding 
or those garish “personalized” 
pages, but definitely when it 
came to music. 

Back in the day—say, 
about 2004 or so—an artist’s 
Myspace page was an inter¬ 
active business card, a piece 
of free ad space upon which 
bands built brands. One click, 
and you could find everything: 
tour dates, photos, bios, vid¬ 
eos, blog entries and, most 
important, streamed music. 

Now? Folks interested in a 
one-stop shop of information 
about a band really have no 
idea where to turn. 

You might be able to find 
out what you need to know 
after perusing an artist’s 
Twitter, YouTube, Tumblr, 

Facebook, Bandcamp and 
personal website, but since 
Myspace’s decline, there’s no 
centralized social-media hub 
for fans to hang out on. 

For starters, Myspace’s music player was 
impeccable. At the top of each page was a 
built-in song streamer that was easy to use 
and often had bands’ whole catalogs. 

When you wanted new music, you 
weren’t left skipping through Pandora ads. 
You’d simply search through Myspace’s 
categories for up-and-coming musicians 
in your preferred genres. Through this 
method, I found out about folks such as 
Marques Toliver, the soulful violinist/vocal¬ 
ist who has gone on to tour with James 
Blake; Hope, whose acoustic ballad “Bring 
Me Flowers” accumulated 5.7 million plays 
on Myspace; and Grizzly Bear, who have 
since become indie-rock favorites. 

Myspace also helped tons of artists 
to get signed. Diddy first listened to 
Janelle Monae on her Myspace page. 

He promptly messaged her, and months 
later, she was signed to his label. Univer¬ 
sal Republic signed folk-pop singer Col- 
bie Caillat after she held down Myspace 
Music’s No. 1 unsigned-artist spot for 
months. And artists who built giant fol¬ 
lowings using the social-networking 
services include Soulja Boy and human 
subwoofer Skrillex. At its peak, the 
company even developed its own label, 
Myspace Records, to boost some of the 
talent found on its pages. Sure, other 
sites can claim stories similar to these.

but Myspace seemed to encapsulate the 
whole fan experience. 

Facebook, however, falls short. For one 
thing, its band pages don’t have built-in 
music streamers. Instead, bands rely on 
third-party applications such as iLike and 
Soundcloud, which overcomplicate the 
listening process. 

Further, because every Facebook page 
has the same monotonous layout, bands 
aren’t able to brand themselves. Sure, it may 
have been annoying that your 12-year-old 
cousin used ostentatious designs and had 
the Pussycat Dolls automatically blasting 
when you landed, but it was pretty cool to 
go to your favorite band’s page and see the 
art for their new album painted across it. 

For all of these reasons, when users began 
evacuating Myspace en masse for Facebook, 
the artists were the last to fiee, clinging to 
their hard-earned friends and play counts. 
As of now, Facebook still hasn’t found a way 
to fill the gap it inadvertently created. 

So what’s next? Myspace is still around; 
Justin Timberlake (soon after starring in a 
movie about Facebook) this year took part- 
ownership of the company, with the inten¬ 
tion of making it a more entertainment- 
based site with an emphasison music opti¬ 
mization. Who knows? Maybe, in addition 
to sexy, he can bring Myspace back.

L ocally Grown Collective barely started 
out as a seed of an idea between a 
squad of local rappers. But in less than a 
year, they've managed to harvest quite a bit 
of attention from OC and LA hip-hop-heads 
cultivating some of the deftest backpack rap 
in OC. Despite being accomplished individual 
MCs, Endz, DeeJaeeBee and DaveAllen 
decided to put aside their solo missions 
and link up this summer. So far, that plan is 
proving to be fertile. However, they weren't 
exactly ready for the response they got from 
fans following July's release of their free 
mixtape, We Are Locally Grown. "That was 
just basically supposed to be something to 
tide over fans of Endz because he's working 
on his album right now," says DaveAllen, 
flickering a lighter in between responses. "I 
don't even know how it took off so soon!" 

For starters, Endz is one of the most tal¬ 
ented MCs rocking a mic in OC these days, 
period—a title we gladly bestow after listen¬ 
ing to his Half N Half m\xta\)e, also released 
early this year. Meanwhile, DaveAllen brings 
a knack for arrangements and structuring 
songs in addition to laying down woozy, 
poetic rhymes and harmonized vocals. 
DeeJaeeBee, a classically trained singer, 
brandishes his polished, neo-soul baritone 
whenever possible. Though he's not a rapper 
by trade, Endz helped him refine his delivery 
just in time for the group's buzzworthy appear¬ 
ance on the popular underground YouTube 
series The Cypher Effect. 


With collective member FourthBeats 
providing the underground boom-bap 
instrumentals, the compelling concoction 
helped net them the distinction of being 
named Best Hip Hop Act in the Weekly's 
annual Best Of issue. For Endz, the music 
continues to be a byproduct of the group's 
natural chemistry. "When you're in a solo 
setting, it's your art," says Endz, who has 
built a following of his own. "Having a 
team, I feel like they point out stuff I can 
improve on." 

The Orange-based crew have roots that 
extend far beyond their first rehearsals in 
early 2012. DaveAllen and DeeJaeeBee 
are cousins who grew up together. Endz 
met DaveAllen at Orange High School. It's 
a bond that reveals itself in their bounc¬ 
ing, confident stage chemistry in venues 
such as the Observatory in Santa Ana. 

To bring their alchemy of hip-hop and 
neo-soul to as many as possible, the 
group organized a local string of Stepping 
Stones Tour shows, networking with LA 
rappers such as Reverie and Vel the Won¬ 
der—fellow Cypher Effect alumm. The 
local tour takes them through San Juan 
Capistrano on Saturday, with other dates 
in the works in Whittier, Inglewood and 
Las Vegas. 

In showcases. Locally Grown Collec¬ 
tive's synergy is on another level. "The 
addition of Coley Cole on the drums 
just brings that live element that a lot 
of people don't have right now with the 
exception of going to a Talib Kweli or Lupe 
Fiasco show," DeeJaeeBee says.

savage loveti 


I am a 22-year-old straight female. I used to 
babysit for a wealthy family, but their children 
have outgrown babysitters. The dad of this 
family is very into martial arts/fighting and has 
invited me over several times for "self-defense 
training." I have accepted his invitations a 
few times, and it has always started off as a 
normal workout in their home gym—treadmill, 
weights, swimming laps—but he is always 
pretty anxious to get to the self-defense part. 
Often, he will blindfold me, and then come at 
me, and I must wrestle my way out of the situ¬ 
ation using the moves I've learned. 

I did this a few times, Dan, but I found it a 
bit unsettling. However, he never touched me 
inappropriately. Last time we did this, he told 
me he wanted to see how much pain he could 
take. He asked me to kick him in the groin with 
no protection until he couldn't take it anymore. 

I thought, "This is strange," but I was curious, 
so I did it. He was able to take it for a surpris¬ 
ingly long time. I haven't been back since, but 
for the past six months, he has been pestering 
me to come back. Recently, he suggested we 
have what he calls a "competition." He will 
stand there, and I will kick him in the balls—or 
anywhere else I want—and if he gives up, I get 
$150. If I give up, by getting too tired, I give 
him $20. His wife knows about the workouts, 
but he said he doesn't want me to tell her 
about the fighting. 

My question is this: Is there a sexual com¬ 
ponent to this? I have never heard of anything 
like this before, and I find it odd. But I am a 
poor college student, and for $150, I'll stand 
there fully clothed and kick this guy in the 
balls! Please let me know your thoughts. 

Will Kick Balls For Money 

There are no nonsexual components to this, 
and if you’ve never heard of something like 
this before, well, you must be a new reader. 

What we’ve got here is a rich guy attempt¬ 
ing to manipulate his kids’ former babysitter 
into doing sex work for him—no, scratch 
that. What we’ve got here is a rich guy who 
has already manipulated his kids’ former 
babysitter into doing sex work for him, and 
that’s pretty fucking creepy. (Your previ¬ 
ous workouts with the blindfolds and the 
wrestling and the kicking? Unpaid sex 
work.) Don’t get me wrong: I don’t think his 
ball-busting fetish is creepy. It’s extreme, as 
fetishes go, and there are definitely risks. But 
the risks are his. Paying you to kick him in 
the nuts doesn’t put his wife at risk (swift- 
kick-to-sack is not a known mode of STI 
transmission), it won’t take food out of his 
children’s mouths, and, as he presumably 
has all the children he wants, ball-busting- 
induced sterility might be a blessing/vasec¬ 
tomy in disguise. 

If you need the money and you don’t think 
you’ll be scarred by the experience, tell the 
rich guy you’ll consider doing this for him— 
you’ll come over, remain fully clothed and 
kick him in the nuts—but only if he levels 
with you: He’s getting off on this. If he can’t 
level with you, don’t do this. 

You don’t want this rich asshole to think he 
has successfully manipulated you into doing 
sex work for him because once the session 
is under way, you don’t want him thinking, 
‘Well, if I could get her to do this, I can prob¬ 
ably get her to [remove her clothes/watch me 
masturbate/have sex with me].” If you go into 
a ball-busting session without both of you 
having acknowledged what you’re actually 
doing—you’re sorta selling sex; he’s definitely 
paying for sex—and he does try to get you to 
remove your clothes or watch him mastur¬ 
bate or have sex with him, you may find it 
difficult to say no. Being direct with someone 


(“No, I’m not taking my clothes off, asshole!”) 
after you’ve accepted a dishonest premise 
(“Sure, rich guy, this isn’t about sex; you’re 
just testing yourself!”) requires you to admit 
you were being dishonest, too. Most people 
are reluctant to admit to dishonesty, and a 
skilled manipulator will exploit that inhibi¬ 
tion to get what he wants. 

So tell him you’ll play—you’ll bust his 
balls—but you’re not going to play along. He 
has to admit this is about sex, and he has 
to agree to honor your conditions: Every¬ 
thing that happens is agreed to in advance, 
no special requests during a session, he 
remains fully clothed, you remain fully 
clothed, no recordings are made, and you 
get the $150—make that $250—whether or 
not he bails. 

I am a 30-year-old straight man who has 
always known that he is a poly. The woman 
I love is not a poly. She is a monogamous 
person. When we started being sexual, it was 
a strictly friends-with-benefits arrangement, 
although a sexually exclusive one, at her insis¬ 
tence, and I agreed to that because neither of 
us expected anything long-term to come of 
it. But we fell in love, and now I can't imagine 
life without her. She is amazing, and I love her 
like I've never loved any other woman. But she 
has asked me to betray my sexual identity by 
remaining sexually exclusive. If I cannot com¬ 
mit to that, she does not want to be with me. 

I am not asking the same of her: She does 
not have to sleep with other people to keep 
me in her life. She is, however, insisting that I 
not sleep with other people to keep her in my 
life. Can someone who is poly be happy with 
someone who isn't? 

Polyamorous Polymath 

You are not “a poly.” 

Poly is not a sexual identity; it’s not a sex¬ 
ual orientation. It’s not something you are; 
it’s something you do. There’s no such thing 
as a person who is “a poly,” just as there’s no 
such thing as a person who is “a monoga¬ 
mous.” Polyamorous and monogamous are 
adjectives, not nouns. There are only peo¬ 
ple-gay, straight, hi—and some people are 
in monogamous relationships, some are in 
open relationships, some are in polyamorous 
relationships, some are in monogamish 
relationships, some are in four-star-general 
relationships. These are relationship models, 
not sexual identities. 

So the question isn’t “Can a poly be happy 
with a monogamous?” The question is can 
you, despite your clear preference for nonmo- 
nogamous relationship models, be happy in 
this relationship? Do you love your girlfriend 
so much that you’re willing to pay the price of 
admission she’s demanding—you’re willing to 
behave monogamously (adverb!)—in order to 
be with her? Yes or no? 

Since your girlfriend has already indicated 
she’s not willing to have a nonmonogamous 
relationship with you (or anyone else), the 
choice is yours to make. If you truly can’t live 
without her, if she’s the-one-you’re-going- 
to-round-the-fuck-up-to-t/ie-one, you’ll have 
to be monogamous. If that’s not something 
you’re willing or able to do—and “willing” 
and “able” are two different criteria, and 
you’ll need to make an honest self-assessment 
on both counts—then end this relationship 
and go find someone whose romantic desires 
more closely align with your own.
